Covina Man Wounded 
While Rushing Gun-Nest 


AMERICA ERASES THE WORLD'S 
BLOT. 


Corporal Hnrry Weathers, of the Ca­ 
nadian forces, who has many friends in 
Covins, has been incapacitated for fur­ 
ther fighting and is now in an English 
hospital. 


A letter received from him this week 
conveys the information that he was 
shot through the shoulder while rushing 
a German gun nest. There is not a 
-word of grumbling in the letter. He 
rejoices over the fact that his injury is 
only a shattered shoulder blade. He is 
glad that the opportunity came to him 
to strike a blow against the kaiser The 
letter, addressed to Henry. Brandon, 
follows: 


Norfolk War Hospital, 


England. 


Dear Henry: 


I am here in bed, but nothing serious, 
Got a shot through the shoulder and 
had a bone or two broken. It will be 
quite a while before I can use my arm 
again. I was wounded on September 
27th, rushing a German machine gun 
nest. 


I had been made a corporal about 
seven days before the big push. The 
day that I was wounded I had seven 
men in my machine gun section. I was 
ordered with my men to cross an open 
section, about 20 yards from where a 
large German rear guard was defend 
ing a shell hole, with a machine gun 
in an attempt to drive them out. With 
my section we started on a run to 
reach a little railroad grade so that we 
could give the rest of the company 
cover lire, enabling them to work 
around to the flank of the Germans 
Only two of my section were able to 
reach the grade, the other men bein 
wounded and compelled to crawl back 
to the nearest she'.l holes for protection. 
Number 1 and the gun and myself were 
the only lucky ones. We opened fire 
and I emptied about five pans at the 
Huns. I wanted to move up closer, so 
I started on the run to find a place for 
our machine gun, when ping! I got it. 
It turned me around about three times 
and sat me down. Then I crawled back 
to No. 1. We did not have to wait long 
before the rest of the company had 
worked in behind the Huns and about 
one hundred jumped up and started to 
Sun. This is when the fun started. I 
opened up with my little machine gun 
and emptied three pans, or about 150 
shots, into them, and you ought to 
have seen the Huns go down! Those 


By "this time my arm, which -was 
hanging loose at my side, began to 
pain pretty bad, so Smith,' my No. 1, 
got a stretcher-bearer to fix up my 
arm and I had to beat it and look for 
a doctor. I,walked for about four and 
a half hours before I reached n place 
where they were sending the wounded 
out in autos, and I got in and sat down. 
Talk about something hurting! Those 
old bones that were broke were grind­ 
ing together, and I said everything but 
my prayers. We rode twelve miles that 
way and then they loaded us on a train 
and started us for the base hospital. 
You will never know what a pie isure 
it is to ride on one of those French 
trains until you have tried. It is worse 
than riding on a lumber wagon, start­ 
ing and stopping so suddenly that they 
nearly jerk your head off. 


I am now back in "Old England," 
getting fine treatment—and away from 
the big una for a while. With best re­ 
gards to all" the boys, I am

Here you will find single cars of 
fertilizer costing from $500 to $600. 
Many groves have not produced net re­ 
turns up to that sum. These arc the 
ones that need those high priced goods 
the worst. The successful orange grow­ 
er knows that he must fertilize or go 
(lut of business. 


An old sheep corral is discovered 
down in Arizona. An office is Tented 
in Los Angeles and salesmen are sent 
with samples up and down the country 
soliciting orders. The freight is $9 to 
$10 a ton, and when it reaches the 
grower it must of necessity cost con­ 
siderable. 


When you see it scattered out on 
the grove it gives you a new interest 
in "Mary's little lamb" aside from 
the rule it violated when it went to 
school.

We were the second. American truck 
train to go through Paris, and also the 
largest. 
I will never forget that drive. 
ThousanBd of people crowded out into 
the middle of tho streets to watch us; 
and cheer us, and shake hands with us. 
There, were 
such 
crowds 
it 
took 
us 
nearly three hours to drive through the 
city. 


I was riding in the back scat of one 
of the Dodge sedans all by myself, and 
I guess they thought I was an officer. 


(Mother, 
talk 
about 
your 
girls!

never saw so many all at ono time bo- 
fore, I don't believe. There must have 
ben eight or ten different girls try to 
got in the back scat with me, but I 
didn't dare to let them, for tho lieu­ 
tenant was in the car right behind me.

eighth division, you will know that I 
am somewhere near them. W e have only 
had one man killed in company A and 
only one wounded. 
W e have 
certainly 
boon lucky. Well, Mother dear, I think 
the war will soon be over. It was sure 
good news to hoar that Bulgaria threw 
up hor arms, wasn't it? Woll, Mother 
and Sister, I have just about run out 
of nows so I will close.

E D I T O R I A L 


INFLUENZA AND ITS HISTORY 


That the trite old saying "There is 
nothing new under the sun," is again 
emphasized by the wise precaution of 
our civic boards of health, in ordering 
the closing of all schools, 
churches, 
theaters and other places of public as­ 
sembly during the present epidemic of 
influenza. 


According to ancient 
records, 
this 
dreadful scourge has occurred at inter­ 
vals in nearly all parts of the 
world. 
The earliest account we have of an out­ 
break, 
gives France as its starting 
point in the year 1403 and again 
in 
1557 the epidemic was so violent that 
the Paris law-courts had to be closed 
and services in the churches suspended 
on account of coughing and sneezing 
of the worshippers. 


Italy has been visited frequently and 
it! is from the Italians we get the nemo 
''influenza," for their faith 
in 
the 
science of astrology, during a violent 
recurrence of the epidemic in the 17th 
century, caused them to ascribe it to 
the influence of the stars. 


In more modern times, the disease 
has been christened with the 
name 
peculiar to the country in which it has 
first made its appearance. 
Hence in 
France it again developed in 1743 under 
the name of " l a grippe." 


'In 1889 it made its appearance 
as 
Russian influenza, and now it is present 
tinder the name of Spanish. 


In its sporadic form it is doubtful 
-whether the disease ever entirely dta-. 
appears, but it is only when i^ reaches 
t(he proportions of an epidemic, that it 
becomes so wide spread and is attended 
with rach direful results. 


^The cause of its recurrence, at irre- 
gnlar intervals, is more or loss a matter 
of doubt, but its infectious character 
when in the epidemic stago is beyond 
question. 
According to scientific inves­ 
tigation, it has been found to prevail 
independently of climate, 
season 
or 
weather; and its course is 
very 
fre­ 
quently in a contrary direction to that 
of the prevailing winds. It. has de­ 
veloped among sailors at sea, hundreds 
of- miles from land. One remarkable 
instance .was that of a fleet under Ad­ 
miral iKvmpenfclt in 1782, which had 
Teturned'Ho England from the coast of 
Frjanec in consequenso of an outbreak. 


That it is of an infectious nature is 
proven by the fact that it moves along 
the line of human intercourse and not 
fasteHlthan human beings can 
travel. 
In these days of rapid transit, the epi­ 
demic travels much faster than in the

years gone by when methods of travel 
were much slower. 
It makes its flrnt 
appearance in large cities and is spread 
through the agency of personal inter­ 
course to the more thinly 
populated 
localities. 


Although the present 
outbreak has 
been attended by a sad loss of life, 
yet there can be no doubt that the 
improved 
sanitary 
conditions 
under 
which we live, will render it impossible 
that it will last as long or cause such 
havoc as in previous years. 


Some have an idea that the present 
outbreak is due to disease arising from 
the frightful 
carnage on the battle­ 
fields of Europe. History does not sup­ 
port such a theory, for nearly all the 
most violent visitations of the scourge, 
have occurred when the whole world 
was comparatively at peace. 


Those who think 
that 
nervousness 
arising from fear has an influence in 
spreading the disease, may have reason 
on 
their 
side, 
for 
past 
experience 
proves that it is quite possible for one 
to frighten oneself into a fatal illness. 
In more densely 
populated Countries 
they have found from experience that 
isolation of the affected person—great­ 
er sanitary precaution—forbidding of 
unnecessary assemblages, have proven 
most effective in stamping out the epi­ 
demic. 


As 
melancholy 
and depression of 
spirits are two of the striking manifes­ 
tations of the disease, it is incumbent: 
upon us gdl to keep a stout heart, ft 
cheerful Snind, and exercise 
common 
sense' in avoiding»all unnecessary min­ 
gling with the .masses, not that;, we 
should hositato under proper 
precau­ 
tions to go about our lawful business 
nor refrain 
from helping, those who 
may be in need of our assistance, but 
that all should be done with a careful 
consideration of our own physical 'wel­ 
fare and the benefit of those with whom 
wo may come in contact. Let ench day 
bring the enjoyment of tasks well done. 
Let us make our daily intercourse with 
our associates pleasant and congcninl. 
Let each one of us open the day with 
that beautiful prayer of Eobert Louis 
Stephenson's: " T h e day returns, and 
with it the petty round of irritating 
concerns and duties. Help us to play 
the man. Help us to perform 
them 
with laughter and kind faces. Give us 
to go blythly on our business all this 
day, and bring us to our resting beds, 
weary—and 
content—and 
undishonor- 
ed." 


The community was shocked on Mon­ 
day morning by the receipt of the news 
of the death of Mrs. Laura Jane Che­ 
ney, wife of P. W. Cheney, at their 
home in Monrovia, due to influenza. 


The funeral services, of a semi-pri­ 
vate character, were held at the Oak- 
dale cemetery on Wednesday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock, the Hev. Paul Stevens of 
Pasadena, formerly pastor of the Pres­ 
byterian church of this city, officiating. 
Appropriate 
musical 
selections 
were 
rendered by Miss Violet Tucker. The 
pall-bearers were Messrs. A. M. Ponce, 
Mr. 
Glocgc, Frank 
Kendall, 
Horace 
Snodgrass, H. M. Houser, and George 
Haynes. Many beautiful flowers were 
sent by friends of the deceased. 


The deceased was born in Minnesota, 
moving to California with her husband 
twenty-one years ago. For a number of 
years Mr. and Mrs. Cheney, with their 
family, lived in Covina, moving to Mon­ 
rovia about two years ago, having pur­ 
chased citrus property in that district. 
During their residence in Coviha the 
family had a largo circle of friends, 
who now mourn the loss of this charm­ 
ing woman. She leaves a husband, son 
and daughter, Harold and Eldora.

THE BIG YEAR FOR THE 


CALIFORNIA WALNUT GROWERS 


California's 
immense crop of wal­ 
nuts is now harvested. It is now appar­ 
ent that the present season will be the 
most satisfactory of any in the history 
of walnut growing in this state. The 
crop is the largest, and the quality and 
price the best ever known. The results 
of this year's campaign constitute a 
tremendous boost for co-operative wal­ 
nut growing. 
From 65,000 acres the 
walnut growers will sell nine and one- 
half million dollars' worth of nuts. 


The light rains of late summer caused 
no appreciable 
damage to the crop, 
states General Manager C. Thorpe of 
the California Walnut Growers"' Asso­ 
ciation. 
Discoloration was noticed in 
isolated cases, but the rains hastened 
dropping and thus helped in the har­ 
vest. The labor situation was sat^fne- 
toTy. Hundreds of women and children 
were able to find profitable and pleasant 
employment gathering the walnuts. 


Almost all the California 
crop of 
walnuts, which, incidentally, is produc­ 
ed in the district south of the Tehach- 
epi range is being marketed through 
the California Walnut Growers' Asso­ 
ciation, a non-profit 
organization of 
growers marketing the product. The 
cream of t i e crop is marketed in one- 
pound eartons and sacks under the 
"Diamond 
Brand." 
The association 
has twenty-five packing houses, includ­ 
ing three modern plants just being er­ 
ected at Santa Barbara, Santa Ana, and 
s j Irvine, the three costing $110,006. 
These plants extend • from San Juan 
Capistrano to Santa Barbara and from 
Sespe to Hemet. One packing "house has 
been erected solely to take care of the 


output of the largest nut grove in the 
world, one of 2000 acres on the Irvine 
ranch, Orange county. The association 
distributes nuts in carload lots in every 
state in the union. 


Last year the price received for No. 
2 nuts was 10% cents, for Xo. 1, 20 
cents, and for budded stock, 24 cents. 
This year the growers arc receiving 25 
cents for No. 2, 28 cents for No. 1. 
and 31 
J/2 cents for budded walnuts. It 
is estimated that the total crop will 
amount to over 33,000,000 pounds. 


Los Angeles county has the largest 
acreage of walnuts of any county, but 
many of the groves arc yet non-bearing. 
Orange county lends in the total actual 
production of nuts. 


Last spring many new groves were 
set 
out. 
The increase 
in 
acreage 
amounted to 15 per cent. More than 
half the new groves are budded stock, 
set out to trees consisting of black 
walnut root and selected English wal­ 
nut buds. 


A good average production per tree 
is seventy-five pounds, and 2000 pounds 
over this figure. The gross income 1'rom 
over this figure. The pross income from 
some of the groy*es has equalled the 
price at which the groves were offered 
for sale a few years ago. 


The method pursued in harvesting 
the walnuts follows: 


After the first picking, that is, the 
gathering up of the nuts which havt 
fallen from the trees, " p o l i n g " is re­ 
sorted to. Many farmerettes aided in 
this work this year, and scores of wo- 
[men and children gathered up, hand- 
shucked and sacked the nuts. The crop

is then taken to the packing house, 
where the nuts are cleaned and put 
through a solution of salt water, elec­ 
trically treated to produce chlorine gas, 
and graded for size. They are then as 
sorted by hand over slow-moving belts 
by women and girls, and go through a 
suction machine which removes all the 
lightweight nuts. They arc then dried 
and sacked for shipment.. 


At the headquarters of the WalnuJ 
Growers Association at No. 132(1 cast 
Seventh street, Los Angeles, is the by­ 
products department. Here the culls are 
handled, the one-pound 
packages of 
first-class 
nuts packed and the nuts 
cracked for tho meats. The shells are 
carefully saved to be used in the mak­ 
ing of gas-masks for Uncle Sam. They 
are also ground fino and used for pack^ 
ing explosives.

Soldier Tells oi Simple 
Life of French People 


The following extracts arc from a 
•letter. -written by Private Joseph K. 
Moxlcy, company C, 115th field signal 
battalion, now in Prance. The young 
man is the grandson of Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Moxley of East San Bernardino 
road. 


We had a lovely trip while on the 
water, also in England and here. We 
are in a small village, with lots of 
new things around us, as well as people 
that try to teach us French and think 
Americans are some kind of gods. The 
children like to sit and talk to us. We 
use a French book and they tell us 
what the words are and in that way we 
learn to speak French. 


This country where we are is like one 
big park, with trees and green grass 
all over, but no signs, "Keep off the 
grass.'.' 
There are no fences around 
here ,but wild blackberries seem to be 
just as <good. The people do not eat 
them ,so we boys have all we can eat, 
and more too. They sure are good. . . 
Yesterday my section went out after 
blackberries. As I wrote before, they 
grow on every fence I have seen in 
France. We got what would be about 
four or five gallon cans to make black­ 
berry pies. Say, they were good! 


Did washing this morning. The peo­ 
ple of the town all do their washing 
around a pool for that purpose. They 
use paddles and plain boards. Oh, for 
a good U. 8. wash board! 


This good town has only one thresher 
and I have seen it in about a dozen 
places in the last week. The farms are 
•about a quarter to a half acre, so that 
one is enough. Almost every family has 
a few sheep, a cow, some hens and a 
pig, so that they are well flixed with 
this world's goods. I know one old lady 
who can hardly walk, but every night I 
see her going after her two old hens. 
. . . They use old carts with high

wheels and little donkeys hitched to 
them. I saw some oxen one day plow­ 
ing. I t is just like they were playing 
instead of actually living. This is a 
pretty country and lots of funny things 
going On all the time. 


Last 
night wc got our mess and 
started out of what is called at home 
an alley, but here, a fine street. An old 
lady across it asked another boy and 
myself in to cat off of a table, so we 
thanked her and went in. It was not 
five minutes until the good old soul had 
all the ladies on tho street in to see 
what sho had in her kitchen. Oh, they 
are simply line, but everything has to 
be explained. 


I went with one of the boys for a 
walk and wo came upon a little wood 
not over a mile and a half from here, 
but we could not agree as to which way 
to go after getting into it. The other 
fojlow said our town was one way and 
I said the other, but.he won out and we 
came upon a town, but it was not ours, 
and so wo went without dinner, except 
blackberries. 
When I got back, Ben 
(a chum at Camp Kearny) was over 
here. He came up to make us a call. 
Ho is camped some, five miles from 
hore. I sure was glad to seo him. Ho 
had not heard from home, so I let him 
road your letters that I got yestorday. 


We got paid Tuesday and the money 
looks like cigar coupons, but wo can 
spend theni ,and that is all it is good 
for. Wo have been given our trench 
hats and gas masks and are getting 
•used to both. I will get a card of this 
town, and send home. Of courso there 
will bo no name, but it, will show where 
I spent n couple of weeks in France, 


Ono of tho boys is writing to a 
Violet Moxley at Monterey, Cul., and 
ho thought it might bo my sistor or 
something, but 1 don't think so, for ho 
says she is a small girls of about 200 
pounds. I can't claim her, can you. 
Say, toll the landlord ho is away off, 
for thoro is no such thing as a French 
girl for mo. 
v 


It ii'good to got letters from home. 
Th,ey are very nowsy. 
Keop up tho 
good work. You can't writ too often to 
suit me. Tell everybody " H o l l o , " and 
anybody that I like to get letters. Now 
J am going to quit and go hour the 
band.

Camp Filled With 


German Prisoners 


Sergeant Leo T. Bashore, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Perry Bashore of Rowland 
avenue, in a letter to his friend, Henry 
Brandon, of the Orange barber shop, 
advises his Covina friends to get into 
the game at nn early date if they want 
any of it, as the American boys are 
looking forward to eating their Christ­ 
mas dinner in Berlin. The letter is as 
follows: 


October 2, 1913. 
Somewhere in France. 
My Dear Friend Henry: 


You probably think that I have for­ 
gotten all about you since I l«ft there, 
but I haven't. I often think of you, 
especially when I shave! But I have 
been getting along just fine with the 
Gillett safety my Uncle Sam gave me. 
In fact I don't think that I'll be able 
to lie down in a barber's chair to be 
shaved any more. 
y I certainly enjoy tho army life and 
wouldn't trade my place with that of 
a civilian in the United States for a 
fortune. Wo sure have fine grub, and 
our sleeping quarters are as good as 
the average American home. I've been 
traveling so much the last month that 
I hardly know what it is to stay in one 
camp more than a couple of days. The 
longest time spent was in Camp John­ 
ston, 
Florida. 
I 
stayed 
there two 
months. But to be frank with you, I ' d 
rather spend three months in France 
than to spend one week in Florida. 
That's what I think of the south., Scot­ 
land and England are also very pretty 
farming country. I have been through 
both of these (countries. 


How are all the fellows that arc left 
in Covina 1 Well, just tell them for me 
that they better hurry up and get in it 
if they want any of it. My four months 
will soon bo up and you know I never 
had a job longer than that. I wish 
you'd give Mr. J. L. Matthews my ad­ 
dress and tell him if he has any extra 
Arguses I would 
appreciate it very 
much if he would send thcm.to me. 


I just saw a whole Ecd Cross train 
filled with patients pass our camp. And 
talk about the German prisoners! Well, 
this place is full of them. As ever,

LETTERS FROM THE PBONT. 


WEST OOVINA RANCHERS 


DUCK HUNTING AT IMPERIAL 


J. P. Waggoner and P. Head, West 
Covina 
ranchers, 
left this week 
by 
auto for the Imperial country on a 
duck hunt. Mr. Waggoner is very fam­ 
iliar with that section, as he spends 
two weok3 each year when ducks are 
plentiful hunting along the New river, 
south and oast of Calexico. 


France, Sept. 20th. 


Dear Folks: 


It is 2:30 in the afternoon, and I am 
sitting here in a French woods, about 
two miles from the trenches. 
A big 
gun goes off every few minutes, but 
aside from that everything is quiet. 
We are in reserve here, waiting to go 
up to the front and go into battle. For 
the past week we have been marching, 
always at night, steadily closer to the 
battle line, and I expect to go into my 
first battle tomorrow. Our homes are 
on our backs now. I thought I would 
be pretty scared when I heard my first 
shellfirc, but such is not the case. Al­ 
most every night there is an artillery 
barrage in which the big guns sound 
exactly 
like 
heavy 
storm 
of 
surf 
breaking 
on 
the 
California 
beaches, 
and when the barrage slows down, like 
piling big planks in a lumber yard. 


We have been approached 
several 
times by enemy aeroplanes, but our 
anti-aircraft 
guns have driven 
them 
away, and no bombs have yet been 
dropped. We are wearing our gas masks 
in the "alert" position and are taking 
every precaution to hide ourselves from 
the German observation planes, until 
tho time comes for us to begin the big 
push which is scheduled for this sec­ 
tor. 


Day before yesterday, while T was 
rushing through 
a 
woods where we 
were 
camped, 
looking 
for a spring 
from which to fill my canteen, I ran 
right into Sherman Gail. He was busy 
piling Tup shells at a big munition dump 
in the woods. He said he had not re­ 
ceived a letter from homo in three 
months, as they had been shifting him 
around so much his mail could not keep 
up with him. (Later: Gail received 24 
letters in one bunch). 


October 5th. 
Have just returned safe and sound 
from my first battle, after a week of 
incessant fighting without relief. Sher­ 
man was right when he said "War is 
Hell." Have seen sights that I will re­ 
member with a shudder the rest of my 
life, and have had escapes from being 
"bumped off" that would have turned 
my hair gray a year ago. On account 
of the censorship, I can only say the 
battle is still going on. Our battalion 
was relieved yesterday after a week 
of constant work, with only snatches of 
sleop, and food whenever we could get 
it. I am in the 
sector and most 


of our fighting was in a 'little village 
called 
. 
The Germans shelled it 


every day while wc^ were there, until 
wo drove them further away yesterday 
morning. When we began our drive in 
this sector, tho Germans pulled out so 
hurriedly that in their officers'' dug­ 
outs they even left meals cooking on 
the stoves. They had no time to de­ 
stroy anything, and right in the thicket 
whore we are resting today, back of 
the line, are German 77-inillimeter guns 
with hundreds of rounds of ammuni­ 
tion, all abandoned precipitately. 
On 
the bodies of Germans killed by our 
shells and machine guns we have found 
plenty 
of 
food, 
including 
chocolate, 
jam, cookies, bully beef, etc. Prisoners 
we talked with say the German army 
has plenty of food, but the folks at 
home arc starving. The officers evident­ 
ly lived like princes, for in their aban­ 
doned dugouts 
we • found 
everything 
from wine to poultry. 
' 


"Powder Biver" is the war-cry of 
our division and the Germans know 
now what it means. 
Our boys went 
over the top yelling it, and it is the 
identifying symbol of us men from the 
West. Harold Bemis was not wounded 
in the battle, but had a very narrow- 
escape. A shapnel shell dented in his 
helmet and broke the metal, but did not 
enter his head, and his knees were 
grazed by another piece. 


Don't send me any things to wear, 
for when wo go into a fight we leave 
most of our pack behind us, and rarely 
see it again. 


I get the Argus quite regularly, and 
appreciate it greatly. I wish you would 
toll Matthews and Marshall so. 
Re­ 
ceived two copies in the woods back of 
the front line day before yesterday, 
and put in today reading them. 


October 13. 
The battalion is now at a rest camp 
a good ways back of tho line, and it is 
certainly a relief to bo able to sleep 
without being awakened- by shells, a 
gas alarm or a barrage several times a 
night. 
They moved us back by easy 
stages, making this the third rest billot 
we have had since we wore relieved up 
at the front. 
This is a fairly intact 
part of the country, with people living 
in it and cultivating farms—a blessed 
relief from the man-made 
desert 
of 
shell holes, deserted farms and wrecked 
villages "up the lino." 
It seems so 
strango to see 
women 
and 
children 
again. 
I had seen nono for almost a 
month, because there are none where 
our fighting was going on. 


Tho old French peasants certainly 
have their cows trained well. Saw an 
old man driving a whole herd yester­ 
day, and directing their progress with 
a bugle. He would sound off a certain 
call at which they would all go to tho 
right, and with another call, to the 
loft. By the way, the American dough­

has 
spread 
abroad" a'trtong 
the 
French the fame and mystery of the

Somebody's Dollars Will Do It— 
I Wonder if They'll Be Yours

WILL tell you what will happen some 
night this winter in France. 
Some 
night when its cold and dark. There 
will be a rustling through the front line 
trench, where our boys stand guard.
